For many years, until his 
health began to fail, Dr. Miller was 
a regular attendant at the annual 
meeting of the National Tuberculosis 
Association, and his unique and accur- 
ate models of certain lung areas, both 
of the normal and pathological tissues 
of the lung, were a delight to all 
those who saw them.

Dr. Welch 


Dr. William H. Welch died at the 
age of 84 at the Brady Clinic of 
Johns Hopkins Hospital April 30. 
The contributions of Dr. Welch to 
the advancement of medical science 
were so many and so vast that the 
hundreds of honors bestowed on him 
by his colleagues, by kings and leaders 
of governments scarcely approximated 
a true estimate of his position. 

Four years ago, when the medical 
profession held an international cele- 
bration of his eightieth birthday, 
President Hoover said of him: “He 
has contributed more than any other 
American to the relief of suffering 
and pain.” 

Dr. Welch was born in Norwalk, 
Connecticut, was graduated from 
Yale University in 1870 and five 
years later received his medical degree 
from the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons of Columbia University. 
He studied at the University of 
Strassburg, at Leipzig, and at Vienna, 
where he won his first reputation 
among noted Europeans. Upon his 
return from abroad in 1878 he went 
to Bellevue Hospital Medical School 
where he set up a pathological labora- 
tory, the first of its kind associated 
with any American medical school. 
In 1884 he became professor of path- 
ology at Johns Hopkins Hospital and 
in 1893 he accepted the position of 
dean of the medical faculty. 

Under Dr. Welch’s leadership the 
study of all diseased conditions began 
to develop systematically, utilizing the 
materials and methods of all branches 
of science, and on this foundation the 
great American structure of experi- 
mental pathology was built. 

At the age of seventy he became 
director of the School of Hygiene, 
endowed by the Rockefeller Founda-

Resolutions at Cincinnati 
For WAsHINGTON, D. C. 


The Report of the Committee on 
Resolutions made at Cincinnati, Ohio, 
May 17, 1934 follows. 

The Committee consisted of the 
following members: Dr. Willard B. 
Soper, chairman, Mrs. Saidie Orr- 
Dunbar, and Dr. Ezra Bridge. 


Whereas, The program for tuberculosis 
control for Washington, D. C. should be 
made a model for the entire nation, and 

Whereas, This Conference regards the 
existing high tuberculosis death rate of 
Washington, and the city’s lack of ade- 
quate facilities for the control of this 
communicable disease, as most unfor- 
tunate, 

Be It Resolved, That the National Tu- 
berculosis Association respectfully urge 
members of Congress to vote the neces- 
sary funds for the immediate erection of 
a new and adequate adult tuberculosis 
sanatorium for the capitol city of the 
nation, staffed with the best available ex- 
perts, and provided with modern equip- 
ment, and to support the appropriation as 
passed by the Senate Appropriations 
Committee for the control and prevention 
of tuberculosis in Washington, D. C. 

Be It Further Resolved, That adequate 
financial support must be regarded by the 
entire nation as extremely desirable since 
the constantly rising death rate from tu- 
berculosis in Washington, and the spread 
of this disease must result in a far greater 
cost to the community than the proposed 
control program. 

Whereas, Experience has proven that 
the sanatorium is the best place for the 
treatment of tuberculosis, and 


Whereas, Indications are that it will so 
remain, and 

Whereas, The various forms of collapse 
therapy are regarded as aids to, and not 
as substitutes for, sanatorium care; 

Be It Resolved, That there be no re- 
laxation of the effort to provide good 
sanatorium care for all patients; and 

Be It Further Resolved, That every 
effort be made to impress patients, physi- 
cians, social workers, and public authori- 
ties with the importance of sanatoria.

tion, at Johns Hopkins. In 1916 the 
Foundation sent him to China as a 
member of the commission that or- 
ganized the Pekin Union Medical 
College and Hospital. 

One of the most pleasant incidents 
of his life was posing for the Sargent 
masterpiece, “The Four Doctors,” 
with Osler, Kelly, and Halsted. 

During the World War Dr. 
Welch held the commission of colonel 
in the Medical Corps and received 
the Distinguished Service Medal. In 
1921 he was commissioned brigadier 
general of the Officers Reserve Corps. 
He held the decorations of the Order 
of the Rising Sun, of Japan; Com- 
mander of the Order of St. Olav, 
Norway; Order of Mercy, by the 
Kingdom of Serbs, Croats and Slove- 
nes, now Jugoslavia; and of an officer 
of the Legion of Honor, of France. 

He received the gold medal of the 
National Institute of Social Sciences, 
the medal of honor of the University 
of Vienna, the Kober medal and the 
Harbin gold medal. 

Dr. Welch and Sir William Osler 
were greatly responsible for organiz- 
ing the first community educational 
campaign for the prevention of tuber- 
culosis with an exhibit in Baltimore 
in 1904. He was also one of the 
founders of the National Tuberculo- 
sis Association who met in January 
of that year. 

As president of the National Tu- 
berculosis Association in 1910 and 
1911 and as honorary vice-president 
since 1925, Dr. Welch’s services were 
always much appreciated, and his con- 
tribution to the cause of tuberculosis 
was continuously found in his inspir- 
ing influence in the class room and 
laboratory. 

“Popsy,” as he was called by his 
students and friends, was a rare leader 
and his prolonged life of service has 
left a lasting mark in the world of 
medicine.

Scholarships at Rome 


The Italian Fascist National Fed- 
eration against Tuberculosis places at 
the disposal of the International 
Union Against Tuberculosis six schol- 


 arships at the Benito Mussolini Insti- 


tute in Rome. 

The conditions submitted are as 
follows: 

These competitive scholarships, of a 
value of 6,000 liras respectively, plus 
board and lodging, are intended to enable 
foreign medical practitioners to stay at 
the Benito Mussolini Institute in Rome 
for the purpose of following a course of 
studies. This stage of eight months will 
correspond with the academic year (from 
November 15 to July 15) including the 
usual holiday periods. 

The scholars shall reside at the Insti- 
tute. 

The scholarships shall preferably be 
awarded to young physicians who are 
already familiar with tuberculosis prob- 
lems and who wish to improve their 
knowledge of this branch of medicine. 

The kind of work undertaken at the 
Institute will be subject to an agreement 
between the Director of the Institute and 
the candidate. 

The publication expenses resulting from 
this work may be defrayed partly or 
entirely by the Institute.* 

The scholarships will be awarded 
by the Executive Committee of the 
Union, which will meet this year in 
connection with the Conference at 
Warsa, , on Monday, September 3, 
1934.
